“We aren’t going to Japan to push 

conversion (to Christianity), but we are 
teaching the Catholic faith, in a large 
sense, by the examples we set,” Bies 
says. 
Japan’s westernization created the 
need for expansion of the use of the 
English language, yet Doyle says such 
foreign influences haven't drastically 
changed the nation’s culture. 


Sleeping on mats, drying clothes 
without machines and going to public 
baths will become part of Doyle's rou- 
tine while in Japan. She says it will be 
important to conform to Japanese cul- 
ture. 

“What's thé use in going to Japan to 
act American,” she reasons. ‘‘It 
wouldn't be much of a learning experi- 
ence.” 

The group will leave the United 
States on July 8. Following a two-week 
training program the six will be given 
their location assignments and begin 
teaching. They will receive a monthly 
stipend of 100,000 yen — about $500 

— which Ostrosky says will be enough 
to live on modestly. Working only 24 
hours per week, six days a week, will be 
conducive to travel according to Os- 
trosky. Participants will return to the 
United States in August of 1981.

by the student, the students’ parent(s)

addresses.” 

Students currently enrolled at 
Clarke may withhold disclosure of Di- 
rectory Information under the Privacy 
Act if they desire. To do so, students 
must give written notification to the 
dean of students within two weeks of 
this publication (April 4). To continue 
withholding disclosure, notification 
must be received annually. 

Copies of the complete college pol- 
icy, including a list of records kept, are 
available in the Clarke library and in 
the registrar’s office.
